Ad- 
ditionally, the DDA has committed 
$20,000 for the first year, and has in- 
dicated additional support in subse- 
quent years, for the general operation 
of Main Street. “We're currently pull- 
ing together some other support,” 
Campbell added, “primarily in the 
form of in-kind contributions and do- 
nations of equipment, office space.” 


Twenty-one communities across 
the state have filed a Ictter of intent 
to apply for the grant with the Michi- 
gan Economic Development Corpo- 
ration, through which the grant will 
be made, indicating that they will se- 
lect between three and eight recipi- 
ents for the assistance. Grant appli- 
cations are due by April 4, and. 
Campbell said. the MEDC will make 
a decision sometime in June, 

If Boyne City is one of the chosen 
communities. the help could nat come 
ata better time. “There’s been inter- 
est in the community for a number of 
years,” Campbell said, but the key to 
forward progress is a more diligent 
focus. Though up until now work on 
the Main Street project has meant 
volunteer hours from interested indi- 
viduals, the primary goal at present

is to hire a Main Street manager to 


-oversee and facilitate progress. “Hir- 


ing a Main Street manager is one of 
the first things we need to do,” 
Campbell said. The hiring of a man- 
ager is another area that will be made 
easier if state grant assistance is made 
available to Boyne City, in that the 
state would then provide some train- 
ing for the chosen manager, as re- 
quired by the National Main Street 
Center. ‘If the state’s willing to help 
with some of this, it could be a real 
catalyst to get this off the ground,” 
Campbell said. 

The Main Strect philosophy is com- 
prised of, essentially, a four-point ap- 
proach to strengthening and revital- 
izing downtowns. Developed by the 


-National Historic Trust, the program 


merges historic preservation with eco- 
nomic development, through four 
main elements: design, organization, 
promotion, and economic restructur- 
ing. 

The program has been utilized in 
commercial districts nationwide over 
the last 20 years, cumulatively gen- 
erating more than $12 billion in new 
investment, with a net gain of more 
than 193,000 new jobs and $1,000

Has anybody been two-trackin’ on Park Street lately? 
Or Jefferson Street. or Court Street? 

Let’s time an ambulance or fire truck run. 

After trying the conventional approach, going to City 
Hall talking to the Street Superintendent and leaving a 
message for the City Manager, I have decided to make 
my complaint a matter of public record. 

First, I was told the street was graded daily. This is sim- 
ply not true. I travel that road daily. 

Secondly, it was recommended to take an alternative 
route. Take Jefferson Street, which is better in quality, 
but also lacking in maintenance (although it is witnessed 
that City trucks travel it almost daily.) 

Or I could take the Charlevoix detour - adding addi- 
tional mileage to my car and gas tank. Normally alterna- 
tive routes can be tolerated for a short time while roads 
are being worked on. However, this matter of impassable 
roads has been an ongoing problem for two years. 

Furthermore, I was told it is a budget issue. The project 
has been scheduled in the new budget which begins in 
May, but the contractor may not have it scheduled for 
May. With this several questions come to mind. One - 
Where are priorities set? 

Boyne City has the issue of expensive boat slips before 
it. Boat slips for wealthy tourists would be wonderful, if 
the local people could use them and drive on passable 
roads. Two - Can the city afford a lawsuit brought about 
because impassible roads delay emergency vehicles? Third 
- Who is this contractor? Hopefully, not the one who has 
done local work of questionable quality! 

A reliable source tells me that Boyne City has the equip- 
ment to make a temporary fix. It would be a matter of 
digging sufficient ditches for water run off, adding gravel 


-and appropriate grading more than once a week. 


The bottom line, it should have been completed with 
the construction in the first place. The 200 feet of road 
was destroyed at that time.

days to meet his new son, Kevin, born 
in October 2002), developments in 
the last month or so happened quicker 
than she’d expected them to. 

Daughter Michelle Riggs’ appoint- 
ment with the Middle East came as a 
bigger surprise to Deborah, with the 
family, and Riggs, having been un- 
der the impression that her unit was 
one that was not deployable. 

Not that Riggs isn’t up to the call 
to duty. From the day she’d visited 
her. brother Craig upon his comple- 
tion of basic training in the National 
Guard, Riggs knew that the armed 
forces were where she wanted to be. 
“She liked the cadence, liked the ex- 
citement,”’ Deborah said of her daugh- 
ter. “All the way home [from basic 
training], Craig talked to her about it.” 

Entering the Army right after 
graduating from East Jordan High 
School, Riggs soon found her calling 
as an MP, or Military Potice officer. 

It was in the service that she met 
her husband, Shawn, also an MP, with 
whom she had two children before 
deciding to leave full-time military 
duty. ‘She got out after she had her 
second child,” Deborah said. “It was 
too hard with two kids to be out in 
the field for two weeks.” 

Michelle and Shawn packed up the 
kids and moved back to East Jordan, 
but soon Shawn was missing the mili- 
tary life, and signed on with the Na- 
tional Guard. After 9/11, Shawn was 
deployed to New York City on secu- 
rity detail, leaving Michelle and their 
two young boys. at home, where 
Michelle had begun to attend classes 
at North Central Michigan College. 
The military life had called again to 
Michelle, as well; she signed on for 
duty with the National Guard in De- 
cember of 2001. 

Her duty, however, wasn't expected 
to include a tour in the Middle East.

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Michelle once or twice a week, word 
from Craig is less frequent, with his 
last letter, written on March 10, ar- 
riving late last week.

Helping kids cope with fears over war in Iraq 


By BERNADETTE BEYER 


It is Sunday evening and I have been putting off writing 
this article all weekend. “Why?” I ask myself. The answer 
is that, I too, do not want to face the horror in the eye; still, 


I feel compelled to share with you some of my suggestions 
as a mental health professional concerned for the well-be- 
ing of all of us, but especially children, who may be af- 
fected by what professionals call Secondary Post-traumatic 
Stress Disorder. 

Adults and children across America are vulnerable to 
experiencing this disorder, as well as depression or anxiety, 
as our nation is at war. 

One does not need to witness the terror of war firsthand 
to be gravely affected. Research now demonstrates that read- 
ing, hearing or seeing an account of a tragedy can cause us 
trauma. I encourage you to answer these questions hon- 
estly about how well you are coping: Are you more tired 
since the war started? How is your appetite? Are you look- 
ing for comfort food or have you lost your appetite? Are 
you experiencing restless or fitful sleep? Do you find your- 
self on edge more? Are you listening more intently when a 
plane flies overhead? Is your body heavy and your energy 
low? 

Even in the beautiful-North Country we are vulnerable to 
fears about how we too may be affected by the war. The 
arms of this war reach us and cannot but help to touch our 
spirits. Children are even more vulnerable to experiencing 
Secondary Post-traumatic Stress or in the very least an in- 
crease in anxiety, irritability or sadness; even toddlers are 
astute at picking up on what you as a parent are feeling. 

If you have not already been shielding your children from 
the TV and news reports, I urge you to start ASAP. If your 
child tells you s/he is not afraid, it is likely s/he does not 
even want to admit this to himself. Teens may especially 


try toact “tough.” Studies have shown that when a person is 
traumatized they frequently do not want to talk about what 
has happened. and yet it is by talking (for children, this can 
be indirectly through their play activities) that healing can 
happen. 

Some signs to watch for in your children are: reports of 
stomach aches. headaches or other unfounded physical ail- 
ments: increase in nightmares; fear of bad guys or monsters; 
clinging behaviors. such as fear of sleeping alone or being 
left alone: regression to earlier mastered behaviors, i.e. bed 
wetting, thumb sucking. baby talk. or fear of you going to 
work and getting hurt or even fear of going to school; little 
everyday tasks feel too difficult to complete; an unexplained 
increase in aggression or temper outbursts: startling more 
easily or acts jumpy. 

Many of these responses are actually “normal” when our 
nation is at war even though we live thousands of miles away. 
So how can you help yourself and your children cope with 
this potentially (raumatizing situation? Begin by taking good 
care of yourself so you can be there for your children. Then 
select from the following recommendations those that fit for 
your family: 

¢ Be sure to take extra time to listen to your child’s wor- 
ries that may be expressed as sadness over losing a dollar/ 
toy but may actually be hidden worries over the war. 

© Maintain the family’s usually routine, This provides a 
sense of safety when the world feels quite unsafe. 

* Do not encourage regressive behaviors by letting your 
child steep with you or staying home from events. When a 
parent allows a child to make these changes it gives the child 
the message “you are right, you have reason to be afraid and 
you need to be at my side in order to be safe.” 

e Tf symptoms persist in spite of your efforts to reassure, 
seek help for your child from a professional that understands 
how to help children who suffer from anxiety. depression or

* Know that in spite of your best efforts to decide what to 
expose your children to, your child will hear about the war 
from friends, at school, on the Internet or from interruptions 
in their regular TV programs giving an update of the war. 
Ask your child what they have heard about the war. Respond 


honestly while at the same time giving only the necessary 


information needed for your child’s age and concerns. 


* Pretending the war does not exist may be harmful. Your 
child may wonder what is real. It is like having an elephant in 
the living room and everyone pretends it doesn’t exist. En- 


courage dialogue with your school-age kids. 


¢ Reassure your child that there are many people who are 


working to keep our country safe. 


* Monitor more closely what your child is watching on TV. 
Even programs made for children may not be something you 
consider appropriate for your child. Reassure your child that 
what they are feeling is okay. They do not need to hide their 


fears, confusion, terror or sadness. 


* Get out and enjoy the spring weather: go for a bike ride, 
watch the bulbs popping out of the ground, listen to the birds 
in the morning, have a good laugh or cry and remember to 


give your children extra hugs.
